WAMIINUTON, April 2.1 The republic- 


ans of the house and senate uavc agreed 
ii|x)fj u IIMIK for the prcparatiuu of • ill- 
ver bill. -The agreement Is In harmony 
with the invasure adopted by tbe senate 
caucus committee with an important 
amendment. The bill provides Ibat the 
secretary of the treasury shall direct tbc 
purchase from lime to lime of silver bul 
lion to the amyuut of 5.000.000 ounces of 
pure silver in each month at Ibo market 
price bul not exceeding one dollar for 
•HI.25 grains of pure silver and to Issue 
treasury notes in payment 
These notes 


arc to bu prepared by tbe secretary in 
such foiin «nd In such denominations, 
not less that SI nor more than 81.000. M 
be may prescribe. 


The treasury notes Issued shall be re- 


deemed on demand In JaWftit ™oncy by 
tbc United'Slates treasurer or by any 
assistant treasurer and when so redeem- 
ed may be reissued, but no greater 
amount of such notes shall be outstand- 
ing at any time than Is equal io~thc~cosl 
of the silver bullion then held in Ibe 
treasury, ' purchased by such notes. 
Upuutbc demand 'of • bolder of iny 
treasury notes, thus provided for, tbc 
secretary may exchange for such notes 
an annunt of silver bullion which is 
equal In value, at tbe market price, to 
the amount of such notes. 


Tbc Secretary of the treasury shall 


coin such portion of sliver bullion pur- 
chased under the provisions of the act 
as may be necessary to provide for the 
redemption of tbe treasury notes pro- 
vided for, and any gain or selgmorsgc 
arising from such coinage shall be ac 
counted for and paid Into the treasury. 
Tbc silver bullion purchased under tbc 
provisions of the act will be subject to 
the requirements of (he existing law and
